MADERO IS HAILED AS SAVIOR OF HIS COUNTRY 


Members of the Foreign Colony at the Capital are 


Preparing Plans lor Protection—U. S. Gov- 


ernment Has Not Recognized Mexican 


Rebels as Belligerents. 


El Paso, May 11.—Coupled with 


the wild rejoicing among the rebels 
at Juarez today is an undercurrent 
of hard work in clearing the streets 
of debris, caring for the dead bodies 
and rebuilding the battered defenses. 
Madero is hailed on all sides as the 
savior of his country and Orozco is 
called the hero of Juarez. 
The 


trenches are being emptied of their 
dead and the breastworks strength- 
ened as Col. Rabago's force may at- 
tack at any time and Madero wishes 
to be prepared. 


Strict discipline was re-establish- 


ed today and there is no more loot- 
Ing or other disorder. 
The rebels' 


next move will probably be decided 
in a few days. 
It is thought that 


after Juarez is rehabilitated the in- 
surgents will march south to cap- 
ture Mexico City and demand terms 
from President Diaz. 


Although Madero has announced 


no plan of action, his lieutenants aie 
the authority for the statement that 
the rebel army will start at once for 
Chihuahua, capture that city and 
then make a triumphal entry Into 
Mexico City. At that time the rebel 
army will have its strength tripled. 


Gen. 
Orozco 
has ordered that no 


passes be honored by his men, and 
even newspaper men and Red Cross 
nurses tare being kept out of Juarez 
today. 
Nothing had been heard of 


Col. Rebago up to noon and he ma.. 
turn back when he hears of the sur- 
render of Juarez. 


Mexico City, May 11.—Ambassa- 


dor and ministers of all countries 
represented here are today planning 
the protection of themselves and the 
foreign section. 
They will probably 


be offered the service of 5,000 lead- 
ing Mexicans by the government and 
the members of the foreign colony 
will act as a reserve police force, ab- 
solutely neutral. Feeling here today 
is divided over the fall ot Juarez. 
While some express the hope that it 
forecasts 
peace 
the majority say 


Diaz must fight to the bitter end 
The chief feai of the government 
here is that the United States will 
recognize the Maderists as belliger- 
ents. 
Factional jealousies are re- 


ported to be growing In the Madero 
army and there is much criticism 01 
Madero here because he did no ac- 
tual fighting himself. 
It is inti- 


mated that Diaz's secret agents will 
try to increase 
the jealousy ana 


cause dissension in the rebel ranks. 


Washington, May 11.—Recogni- 


tion of the Mexican rebels as bellig- 
erents is no nearer today than be- 
fore the capture of Juarez, according 
to officials who have been looking up 
the subject. The principal reason is 
that by recognizing the belligerancy 
of the rebels the United States would 
relinquish all claims for leparatiori 
for damages suffered by American 
citizens through the revolution. An- 
other reason is that recognition at 
this time when not absolutely neces- 
sary would be generally construed 
as moral support of the revolution, 
aud this would be a direct icversal 
of 
the 
government's 
announced 


''bands off" policy. No recognition 
can be given Madero's provisional 
government, say the authorities, un- 
til the de facto political organization 
of the rebels Is sufficient in charac- 
ter, resources and population to be 
left to itself, a state among nations 
reasonably capable of discharging 
the duties of a state. 


Ciudad, Juarez. May II. — This 


little bullet-riddled city today is the 
provisional capital of 
Mexico 
and 


Prancisco I. Madero, Jr., provision- 
al president, and his staff has taken 
complete possession, after winning 
the bloodiest battle of the Mexican 
revolution. 


In a corner room of the barracks, 


which for two days held out against 
the terriflc flre of the rebels, sits 
General John J. Nnvarro, the fed- 
eral commander, a captive, he hav- 
ing surrendered yesterday, with al- 
nxwt his entire garrison of several 
hundt«d awn. 
Hli tallow face 1* 


sunkeu, his head is bowed and he 
does not talk, for the bitter sting of 
defeat has disheartened him. 


In contrast, in another part of the 


little town, is Francisco I. Maderro, 
Jr., the conqueror, surrounded by 
members of his family and his staff, 
joyous, exultant and flushed with 
victory, yet ready, he says, to mako 
peace with the Mexican government 
if it is disposed to deal frankly and 
sincerely with the revolutionists and 
without such vague 
promises as 


President Diaz's manifesto contains. 


In hotel lobbies, store fronts and 


hallways, the improvised hospitals of 
the battlefield, are scores of wound- 
ed, attended by a host of physicians 
and nurses from El Paso, who have 
volunteered 
medical 
relief. 
The 


floors of the Porflrio 
Diaz 
Hotel, 


where 30 wounded lay last night, are 
covered with" blood and gore-soaked 
clothing. 


"The fortunes of war" murmured 


an insurrecto soldier in Spanish as 
he stood with tears in his eyes, over 
the body of a federal soldier whom 
he had known for years. 


All the dead are being buried to- 


day. 
A conservative estimate 'by 


pnysicians, as well as of insurrecto 
leaders who surveyed the fighting, 
puts the federal dead at nearly 50 
and the rebel loss at about 15, with 
a total of nearly 250 wounded on 
both sides. 
The actual number lost 


probably never will be known, as 
deserters were many and the dead 
have been buried quickly. 


Among the dead 
were 
Colonel 


Tambore! and Captain Sachudo, the 
former the man who a few days ago 
taunted the rebels as cowards. 


On the American side of the line 


five have been killed and about 17 
wounded, many of them being inno- 
cently engaged at a distance from 
the river front. 


The actual surrender of the towti 


by General Navarro took place at 
about 1 o'clock, 
General 
Navarro 


giving his sword to Colonel Barl- 
baldi of the insurrecto army after 
the rebels had surrounded the bar- 
racks and threatened to annihilate 
the garrison within. 


His eyes dimmed as he surrender- 


ed, but Colonel Garibaldi, with a 
handshake that bespoke his admira-. 
tion for the brave fight the federal i 
leader had made, assured him of the 
desire of the rebels to afford him 
every courtesy. 
A score of rebel 


officers rode up and extended to the 
federal commander their sympathy 
as Mexicans for him and his men. 
There is the same fraternal senti- 
ment today in the hearts of the en- 
tiie insurrecto army for their coun- 
trymen who have been defeated, but 
everywhere are heard words of op- 
probrium for President Diaz, whom ' 
they hold responsible for the loss of 
life and the suffering of the wound-j 
ed men. 
' 
General Madero himself, when he 


arrived at the coiral where the pris- 
oners are quartered, made an ad- [ 
dress full of sympathy and encour- 
agement, lauding them 
for 
their 


bravery and assuring them that in 
his heart, as well as in those of his 
men, there was no feeling of enmity, 
but of uniform friendliness. 


"You 
fought for General Diaz," 


he declared at the conclusion of his 
speech, "because you had to; 
be- 


cause you were a part of that system 
which we are trying to dissolve. In 
a few days, perhaps, peace will 
be 


restored. 


"You 
soon will be free. 
If the 


war is to be continued, you can have 
your choice of being paroled or join- 
ing the army of liberation. 
In the 


meantime tve shall 
treat 
you 
as 


brothers, not as foes." 


With shouts of 
"Viva 
Madero.' 


the vast throng of prisoners and in- 
snrroctos who gathered to hear him, 
threw their hats skyward and shout- 
ed in most deafening applause. 


A few minutes later, down the 


main thoroughfare was heard the 
galloping of Horses and soon the In- 
•urrecto standard, the Mexican na- 
tional colors. flashed IB the sunlight. 


Behind it rode Mrs. Francisco I. • 
Madero, Jr., and an escort of cav- 
alry. 
Her face was beaming with 


Joy, her black dress covered with 
dust and she spurred her horse to 
the scene of her husband's triumph. 
The shouting increased as the two 
embraced and entered the municipal 
building, now the Madero headquar- 
ters. 
Orders were being Issued by Gen- 


eral Pascual Orozco all afternoon to 
his men to guard stores and houses 
to prevent looting. 
General Orozco 


himself shot at two of his men whom 
he caught trying to make away with 
some booty. 


The town the federals thought Im- 


pregnable to attack fell after a com- 
paratively easy effort. 
The house to 


house advance, the same detdly flre 
which had driven the federals from 
their trenches and outposts early on 
Monday, when the skirmishing be- 
gan, gave the rebels an entrance tu 
the town hardly molested by the ar- 
tillery of the federals. 


At the close of Tuesday's fighting 


the rebels had extensive control of 
the town. During the night they dis- 
covered the federal strongholds and 
by the, use of dynamite bombs and 
shells, a raging conflagration and 
fierce musketry fought their way to 
the famous old Spanish church, a 
brown colored building, whose high 
brick fence formed a barricade for 
the federals. 
The Insurrectos took 


the church at midnight. The feder- 
als retired further into the city to 
the roof of the municipal building, 
the edges of which were piled with 
sand bags for a barricade. 


After the attack 
was 
renewed 


early yesterday and the rebels had 
brought their machine guns within 
deadly range, the federals retired to 
the 'barracks and insurrectos by the 
hundreds occupied the houses within 
100 yards on every side. Their flre 
was rapidly demolishing the build- 
ing. There was no other alternative 
for General Navarro but to yield. 
( 
Shrapnel was being poured into. 


the hollow square of the barracks. I 
Many*, federal cavalry horses were 
killed: The soldiers crowded in the j 
place to its capacity. 
Only a few' 


loopholes from which to shoot at the 
insurrectos pierced its sides. 


Finally, at noon, General Navarro 


hoisted a white flag. He first at- 
tempted to send 
a messenger 
to

a chair car into Eagle river 


Columbus, May 11.-—Not only did the 


Ohio Senate yesterday letuse to per- 
mit the protesting members of the in- 
vestigating committee, appointed Tues- 
day, to withdraw, buttit also decisively 
defeated the Greevesl bill, passed by 
the House of Representatives under a 
suspension of the rules, repealing the 
right of such committees to grant im- 
munity to witnesses. In effect it served 
notice upon that co-ordinate branch of 
the General Assembly that it proposed 
to proceed in the path which it had 
marked out for itself. 


Pursuing this course, the committee 


organized and in a few days will begin 
the examination of witnesses. 


Bitter diatribe and fierce denuncia- 


tion of those held to be responsible for 
what already has been done marked 
every step of the way. 


The culmination of the sensations of 


the hour arrived when Senator L. R. 
Andrews of Ironton, one of the in- 
dicted Senators, breaking his silence, 
with impassioned eloquence attacked 
the character of those whom he re- 
gards as foes to his character. 


Heaping scorn and derision upon the 


"yellow Journals" which accuse him 
and his fellow Senators, insinuating 
that the grand jury is not after the 
truth but indictments, and charging 
that .the 
detective* - who , testified 


against him are "common thieves and 
brutal murderers." he demanded that 
nothing be done by his fellow Senators 
which would tend to make the probe 
into his action Ineffective. 


In his address, which may be said to 


have defeated the Greeves bill, Senator 
Andrews did not mention the name of 
the detective whom 
he 
accused of 


crimes, bnt it was freely mentioned by 
other Senators, who declared the ob- 
ject of his wrathful attack was F. S. 
Harrison, the man who operated the 
dictagraph. Last night from Indianap- 
olis that individual sent the following 
excoriating statement by telegraph foV 
publication: 


Any statement made by a State Sen- 


ator who solicited a bribe and says he 
must 'split It three ways' is not worthy 
of consideration 
If Andrews made the 


statement attributed to him against 
me he either realizes that he is in bad 
straits, is misinformed or is a willful 
liar." 


It was said following the address by 


Senator Andrews that corroborative 
testimony would succeed it from Chi- 
cago. 
The Burns operatives on the 


ground asserted that either a desper- 
ite plav was being pulled off or a 
frightful mistake had been made into 
which Senator Andrews had been un- 
wittingly drawn in his eagerness to 
strike back. As a result of this action 
it will be necessary to 
sustain 
the 


iharge to the satisfaction of the mem- 
bers of the Senate who were yesterdav 
swept off their feet by the powerful 
appeal of the accused Senator and his 
castigation of the detectives and offi- 
cials who procured his indictment. 


Further. Andrews said that his, rec- 


ord was all right. L'pon investigation 
he found that hp had voted against ev- 
erv bill which was included among; the 
milkers.

Obt-ar Wolfe, aged 35 years, a molder 


employed at the Wt-hrle stove plant, 
was instantly killed 
at 
the 
I'niou 


street bridge Wednesday evening about 
.6:20 o'clock, by being struck by Pan- 
handle passenger train No. 40, which 
was being run as a double header. 


Mr. Wolfe, whose home is Evans"- 


vllle, Ind.. where his parents reside, 
has been in the employ of the Wehrle 
company on several different occasions. 
He had returned to Newark from Ev- 
ansvllle several days ago and went to 
work, It Is said, on Wednesday. 


Shortly after 6 o'clock Wednesday 


evening he was walking along the rail- 
road tracks and was 
crossing 
the 


bridge spanning the Ohio canal, near 
the Union street crossing when he no- 
ticed the fast west bound 
passenger 


'train, No. 3, approaching. He stepped 
on to the other track in order to avoid 
this train when he was struck by No. 
40, which was being drawn by two 
engines, death resulting almost 
in- 


stantly, his body being badly mangled. 
,, A hurry call was sent in to the patrol 
station, and the patrol wagon with Of- 
ficers Hinger, Abbott and 
McClure 


went out to the scene of the accident 


and brought the body of Wo'fe to Ut« 
undertaking 
establishment of Crlta 


Bros. & Jones where it was prepared 
for interment. 
It is said that Wolfe cornea from • 


very prominent and wealthy family ot 
Evansville, Ind., and that he stood 
high in the esteem of the citizens ot 
that place.

at Delaware.

the relative ability of a man anJ 
woman in administering to the care 
of women who have wondered from 


^ path of virtue. In support of the 


masculine control appeared th« May- 
01. Postmaster and several city of- 
ficials of Delaware, who claimed to 
have been In close touch with affairs 
at the Home for years. They blamed 
the legislature rather than the ad- 
ministration. 


Mrs. Harmon led the 
supporters 


of the fair sex and was supported by 
Secretary Shirer, of the State Board 
of Charities, and Prof. James E. 
Hagerty, of Ohio State University. 


The somber committee rooms blos- 


somed forth with a riot of colors In 
the gowns of the ladies In Mrs. Har- 
mon's following, and many of them 
delivered 
excellent 
addresses 
In 


favor of a woman matron. 
Mrs. 


Harmon argued that If a woman is 
to head the proposed woman's re- 
formatory, it is only consistent that 
one should superintend the Delaware 
I Home. 


NEWARK BAKER CONVICTED 


OF SECOND DEGREE MURDER 


AT NEW YORK WEDNESDAY 


" Romeo Mangotti, the Newark 


baker, convicted of murder in the 
Second degree, which means life In 
jail," was the substance of ^a tele- 
gram received by the Advocate from 
Captain Charles Swank, of the New- 
ark police force, who has been in 
New York for some days in attend- 
ance at the trial of Mangotti as a 
witness. 


On Tuesday, February 
22, 
the 


Newark police department received 
a letter from one of the heads of the 
New York police department, that 
Romeo Mangotti, going 
under 
the 


alias of Emilia Bianco, who operat- 
ed a bakery In Newark, was wanted 
In New York city for a murder, com- 
mitted in 1903 and a picture of the 
man was enclosed in the letter. That 
same evening Mangotti was arrested 
by Captain Swank who lodged him 
in the city prison and then notified 
the New York authorities of the ar- 


rest. 
Later he was taken back to 


New York by Thomas C. Considina 
of the police force of that city. 


The crime for 
which 
Mangotti 


was indicted in New York was for 
the killing of a man named Peter 
Corialo. Corlalo had been working 
for Mangotti and quit and entered 
the employ of a man who started up 
in opposition to Mangotti. One night 
away back in 1903, while 
Corialo 


was out walking with his little four- 
year-old daughter, Mary, Mangotti 
pulled a revolver and shot Corlalo, 
who died almost instantly. Mangqttl 
escaped and had been dodging the 
officers ever since the shooting. 
He 


went to Italy where he remained for 
a time. 
He then returned to tha 


United States and located in Vir- 
ginia. 
Three years ago he went to 


Youngstown, but learning that the 
officers were on his trail, came to 
Newark, where he lived until hie 
capture. 


REVENUE FROM CITY WATER

and become accustomed to the work, 
so that collections can be made more 
.promptly, that the earnings will 
be 


even more in proportion to the expen-

Senor Obi-egioti, one of the go-bo 
tweens In the recent peace negotia- 
tions, asking him to arrange for a 
cessation ol hostilities, or for at 
armistice, but the rebels would ac- 
cept nothing except immediate sur- 
render. 


The gray-haired general stood in 


the ilooiway of the barracks and re- 
eeUed 
Colonel 
Garibaldi. 
Ra'oul 


Macloro. a brother of the rebel lead- 
er, dashed forward with 
his 
gun 


pointed at N'uvarro. ready to shoot 
if Uaribaldi was hit. 
Federals and 


insurrectos alike, however, withheld 
their fire while the surrender was 
being arranged. 


The righting soon ceased and at- 


tention immediately was directed to 
the dead and wounded. The federals 
in their humiliation, tore off their 
visor caps and uniforms and under 
guard of the rebels walked deject- 
edly in their underclothing down the 
street to the corral. They numbered 
about 500. Last night it was report- 
ed that 150 of them had taken the 
oath of allegiance to General Madero 
and would join his forces. 


Church bells were rung, residents 


of the town appeared in the streets 
with sighs of relief and the insurrec- 
tos began a continuous uproar of 
shouts. 


The insurrectos began to collect 


housands of rounds of ammunition 
from the federal barracks, and they 
asily have made the most valuable 
apture of the revolution. They now 
have two mortars, three machine 


tins and two field pieces. 
Their 


ammunition belts, somewhat depict- 
d during the attack, are filled again. 


The town of 
Juarez 
has 
been 


mauled by bullets and shells beyond 
recognition. 
Several houses have 


>een burned, numerous adobe dwel- 
ings are roofless and 
some 
have 


arge holes in their walls, exposing 
o view wrecked interiors. 


Window glass, bedding and debris 


itter the streets. 
Scores of build- 


ngs are punctured with bullet holes. 
Many show the destructive effect of 
he artillery fire. The flags of all 
nations were flying from the dwel- 
ings of foreign residents today. 


Down the streets, after the sur- 


•ender. sauntered the insurrecto sol- 
tiiers in search of food "and water. 
Their faces were 
unshaven, 
their 


lair unkempt and their eyes worn 
»" the loss of sleep in three days' 
ighting, yet they went about joy- 
!ully. shouting Viva Madero as they 
passed one another., 


American doctors bandaged 
for 


hem their torn thumbs, grazed arms 
and other slight wounds, and they 
athered in the streets to celebrate 


their victory. They were allowed to 
do so. however, only after the rebel 
chiefs had placed a guard at all 
stores and houses whose entrances 
were exposed, as well as around the 
outskirts of the town. 


Telephone wires were soon being 


repaired 
and 
shattered 
telegraph 


poles replaced. The insurrectos now 
are trying to make their new capital 
a habitable place. 


Happiest among those who were 


about the streets were the prisoners 
iberated from the j?il during the 
day. 
Many of them claim to have 


been innocent of any wrong-doing. 


James Monaghan, whose home is 


n Philadelphia, a student in Swarth- 
more college, who went sightseeing 
n Juarez on Sunday, says he was 
arrested as a spy and since then has 
jeen in prison, being forced fre- 
quently during the fighting to carry 
water from across the street to the 
federal soldiers who fought 
f)rom 


he top of the jail. 


General Madero walked about the 


streets congratulating his men. He 
wore a felt hat with the insurrecto 
•olors wrapped about it. Last night 
safely quartered in the municipal 
wilding in more commodious quar- 
ers than his abode hut of the last 
hi-ee weeks, he dictated the follow- 
ng statement: 


"The taking of Juarez is of very 


reat military and political import- 


ance to the revolutionists and it as- 
ures us of a complete triumph in a 
•ery short time. 
The forces which 


defended the town fought valiantly. 


"They owe their defeat to the fact 


hat our forces were inspired in this 
ight by the spirit to win political 
iberty, while the federals were only 
icld in their ranks by the yoke of 
iiscipline. 
The majority are in the 


u-rny against their will. 


"For this reason, I wish to an- 


lounce to all soldiers that I will set 
hem free as soon as I can find a 
way to insure sor.ie means of sup- 
jort for those %vho rlo not wish to 
noorponite themselves in my forces. 


"At 
present 
I cannot set

ree, as they have no means of sub- 
istenco, which would he dangerous. 
As fnr as I can now observe, the 
na.iority of the prisoners will swell 
ny forces.

feels like it to gaze at the scenery or 
light a cigarette and trying to keep 
his balance on a jolting, jerking, plung- 
ing steel deck which tries ceaselessly 
to pitch him head first into the side of 
the cab, while with legs spread wide 
apart he humps over a scoop shovel, 
working with frantic energy to get 
coal into the firebox fast enough to 
keep steam up. While the engine is 
running the fireman must be straddled 
out on the deck, working continually 
to the limit of his strength, for ordi- 
narily he will have to get from two 
and a half to three tons of coal into the 
firebox every hour. Three and a hnlf 
tons is generally regarded as the limit 
of a fireman's capacity, but this has 
been greatly exceeded on the fastest 
trains.—Technical World Magazine.

A Burning Glass In the Eya. 


In the front port of each of our eye* 


is a convex lens of great power and 
clearness. It act* exactly like a burn- 
ing glass. If a person was made to 
look at tbe sun, say, for half a mlnut* 
his eye would actually start to burn, 
up. The lens would focus' the rays of 
the sun on the retina, and that part of 
tbe eye would -immediately scorch and 
later would burn to £ crisp. This can 
happen, however, only when one look* 
at the sun directly or In a mirror. If 
one holds a pin between th* sun and 
the eye and looks at the pin, although 
the sun is In a direct line with tbe eye 
and although its rays are 'entering tb« 
eye, the eye Is not 'hurt, because th* 
rays are not focused inside the eyeball. 
This is the wonderful property the lens 
has, that of focusing objects at differ- 
ent distances. The means by which It 
does this are Its power to change it* 
curvature.—Chiengo Record-Herald.

Th« last war of all—because it will 


be the longest—has beKun.

Spending so much in preparing them- 
•elves for war as they are today. On 
the other hand, never before has the 
movement toward establishing universal 
?>eace teen so woi Id-wide. 


The >rst great hostilities against war 


~the Srst official steps taken by any 
government toward organizing the world 
for 
peace—were started -'3 years ago 


when 
the 
Pan-American Conferences 


were inaugurated. 
The "Union" ot the 


Western Hemisphere is now directed by 
the 21 Latin-American ambassadors and 
ministers who arc accredited to Wash- 
ington. 
The Secretary of State of the 


United States Is the Chairman. 
Even 


more Important 
than these, however. 


are the Hague Conferences, the first of 
•which was held In 1S99. The second was 
eight years later, and the third will 
convene In 1915. Although they can only 
recommend—not command—already they 
have had a profound effect upon public 
opinion and the peace among nations. 
They have created a Court of Arbitra- 
tion *nd a Commission of Inquiry. Three 
•f their great results have been these: 
England, Germany and Italy were pre- 
vented from bombarding Venezuela: Eng- 
land and Russia were kept from war ever 
the Dogger Bank affair, and through ih>- 
intervention of the United States ihr 
struggle between Japan and Russia was t 
ended and much bloodshed averted. 
If 


It were not for the bitter opposition of 
Germany, Austria and some of the petty 
European states arbitration between na- 
tions would be compulsory. It is closer 
at hand than it ever was before. 


In 
Europe 
the 
Inter-Parliamentary 


Union, founded in 1SS8, is doing good 
•work too. 
One legislator out of every 


five now belongs to it and is on the 
Bide of peace. There are also about 600 
active non-official peace societies scrat- 
tered all over the world. There are 63 
of these In the United States. 


Last year was an especially notable 


One in this war against war. 
Andrew 


Carnegie placed the peace movement on 
a permanent war footing by giving $10.- 
000,000 as a permanent peace fund. 
Ed- 


win Ginn, a Boston philanthropist, gave 
$1,000,000 to help the societies for peace 
There was more progress toward peace 
In 1910 than ever before. 
Thus far this 


year the indications are that the peace 
•lavement will gain still greater strength. 


Nothing that has been suggested to 


Great Britain in many years has evoked 
such a hearty response as 
President 


Taft's proposal that all disputes between 
the two nations be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. The official announcement to Par- 
liament by Earl Grej- of thla proposal 
was greeted with enthusiastic cheers by 
Radicals and Conservatives alike, and 
throughout the whole Empire the plan 
hcs been approved as no other great 
measure has been in many years. 


The visit to this country of that great 


apostle of peace. Count Apponyi. former 
premier of Austro-Hunsary. 
was 
an- 


other evidence of the dawn of an era 
of better sense and better feeling for 
few foreign visitors were greeted more 
demonstratively. 
Day by day and year 


by year the- foremost minds of the world 
are giving more and more attention to 
the causes of war and the plans for 
prevention. 
When the brain of man is 


centered on such a problem only good 
can result. 


Vet. 
despite all these forces at work 


for peace, the nations of the earth have 
been increasing their armaments at a 
tremendous pace. 
At the Krupp works 


in Germany a larger force than ever— 
more than 70,000 men—are toiling with 
all their might building Dreadnaughts 
and big guns and small arms for the 
military aggrandizement of the Father- 
land. In England the matching of Dread- 
naught against Dreadnaught is going on 
with feverish activity. Even Brazil, Chile 
and Argentina have caught the Dread- 
naught craze, although they have not yet 
mastered the complex mechanism of their 
$11,000,000 battleships. 


Although the army for peace is grow- 


ing steadily in numbers, there are still 
a great many millions of people who re- 
gard war as a biological and sociological 
necessity. 
They say that without war 


the world would be a sheeps' paradise. 
They point out that from the dawn of 
history war has been the great cohe- 
sive force that has held individual na- 
tions together and that If there was no 
more war the peaceful world would be 
a degenerate and feeble one. 


Although war has welded nations It 


has also torn them apart. 
The first 


wars were simply piracy on a tremen- 
dous scale, with plunder in land, slaves 
and gold as the motive. 
When Rome 


conquered Greece the soldiers were re- 
warded for their toil by the gift of the 
rich and ancient kingdom of Epirus for 
pillage. 
They sacked seventy cities and 


carried off 150,000 slaves.
